'conversation with two priests, the Rev. 
Theodore Fettig, his assistant. and the 
Rev. Otto Keller, pastor of St. Bavo's. 
He had been discussing parish affairs 

and was looking forward to his return 
Suddenly, the priests noted a change S 
in his condition and realizing he was
